AB 1091. by Howard Berman (D - 
Los Angeles). would give CSUC em 
ployees the right to join or not join an 
employee organization concerned 
with employee - employer relations 
Exclusive representatives would be 
chosen to meet and confer with their 
employers on matters of wages 
hours, and working conditions 

But according to Roy T Brophy 
Chair of the Board of Trustees, the bill 
would be too costly ‘It is saddening 
and tronic that wasteful spending of 


“this type, which will endanger the 


quality of education on our cam 
puses, is still being pursued in a 
period when savings have been man- 
dated in government by Proposition 
13,h6" said Brophy 

Brophy aiso stresses that the ac- 
tual costs will be much greater each 
year for taxpayers to finance the ac- 
tivities that. in his words, ‘divert 
faculty and staff from the function of 
education 

Brophy said The California State 
University ana Colleges would need 
to hire additional personnel in labor 
relations, legal, administrative and 
clerical positions, as well as pay for at 
least 75 unit representatives to be 
released from regular duties to par- 
ticipate in bargaining activities and 
contacting policy. Al! these costs 
would have to be absorbed by CSUC 
or added to future budgets, with 
doubtful benefits to taxpayers. ‘It is 
deceptive to suggest to more than 
32,000 employees that things wil! be 
better through collective bargaining 
and then add costs su’ 1 as these that 
can be iil - afforded in today's 
economy,” Brophy said 

The Board of Trustees has voted 
opposition to collective bargaining 
on three separate occasions AB 
1091, which the Trustees specifically 
oppose, was passed through both 
houses of the Legislature last month 
The bill now waits for a signature by 
Governor Brown, which is needed 
within 30 days. Should Brown sign it 
the >i would go into effect January 1 
1979

From page 1 column 71 
contract analyst for the State Heaith 
Department, is almost never idie As 
Senate Chair, he serves as an ex - of- 
ficio member of several boards and 
committees. including the Senate 
Finance Committee, which is res- 
ponsibie for the distribution of ASI 
funds Stevens is also president of 
Lambda Chi Alpha fraternity, and a 
Campaign worker for Sandra Smoley 
After serving simultaneously as a 
senator and as the vice - chair of the 
Senate. Stevens. originally from 
Stockton, had never thought about 
running for any student government 
Office prior to last year He won his 
senate seat last year by one vote. after 
five recounts, and in the span of only 
one year Kevin Stevens has become 
the Senate Chair of the ASI, aposition 
ne says “holds the most power on 
campus even above the president 
and the vice - president of the ASI 
Despite keeping a busy schedule 
and having to deal with the pressures 
that come with his office, Stevens 


Says he tries to remain low - key and 
deal with the problems with a relaxed 
approach. He says he is ‘a casual per- 
son” who would "rather keep things 
informal.” His relaxed attitude, he 
Said, along with a similar attitude heid 
by Dr. Johns, “seems to be the reason 
why we get along well.”

Fresno - Pacific Track Club, and 
Nevada - Reno circled the track as 


8,000 Wolfpack fans cheered 

After one lap they left the applause 
of the stadium for the silent roads and 
trails winding through the Nevada - 
Reno campus They ran for five miles, 
a long chain of distant stooped 
figures occasionally silhouetted 
against a backdrop of casinos and 
whirling carnival lights then lost inthe 
hills once more 

Before the race Noel Hitchcock 
coach of the CSUS cross - country 
team, truly believed his team could 
beat Nevada - Reno for the first time in 
11 years He also realized his runners 
were competing under less than op- 
timum conditions they had run hard 
two days before this meet in the 
Folsom hills; many of his athletes 


were still adjusting to increasing 
training mileage, and the altitude of 
Reno (5.000 ft) meant there was less 
air for his athletes to use (the air 
becomes thinner as the altitude in- 
creases) 

Stil even with these con- 
siderations, and realizing that Nevada 

Reno 1s a Division | college giving 


scholarships, Coach Hitchcock ex- 
pected his team to be competitive 
They were not. Three Nevada - 
Reno runners re - entered the stadium 
before CSUS's first two men, Jim 
White and Mike Van Horn.

LEARN WHAT IT TAKES TO LEAD. 
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“One should always keep ahead 
of the young,” jazz - rock trumpeter 
Maynard Ferguson once remarked 
“If you respond to their desires 
successfully, you might be called a 
trend setter.” 

And Ferguson, who could be con- 
sidered a trend setter himself in the 
field of jazz, will appear with his 13 - 
piece band to dazzle a Sacramento 
audience with what is sure to be an 
electrifying performance at 8 p.m 
Saturday in the Community Center 
Theater 

Once virtually unknown to the 
average top - ten radio listener, 
Ferguson acquired a legion of new 
fans with his 1976 hit, “Gonna Fly 
Now.” His screaming high notes on 
the trumpet became familiar to many 
as the song soared on the pop charts, 
making many young people aware of 
jazz - rock music for the first time 

“The newest and most exciting 
audience is young people,” Ferguson 
commented in an interview. “I'm 
really pleased that the younger 
audiences not only enjoy my music, 
but learn something from it.” 

’ While best known for his incredible 
range as a trumpet player, Ferguson 
is also a valve trombonist, instrument 
designer, band leader and composer. 
He first studied the violin and piano at 
age 4 and became seriously 
interested in music when he was 9. At 
13 the Canadian - born musician was 
playing in a band with young jazz ar- 
tist Oscar Peterson, and was leading 
his own band at 16. 

Ferguson first became widely 
known in the 1950s as a member of 
the Stan Kenton orchestra, where his 
technique and high note flexibility 
won him praise and criticism from 
Critics. His unforgettable sound 
Climbed higher and amazingly higher 
4s audiences sat in disbelief, until oc- 


casionally, Ferguson would even 
reach to controlled squeaks two oc- 
taves above high C 

Ferguson fans showed their ap- 
proval by voting him the Down Beat 
magazine top trumpet player from 
1950 to 1952 

Ferguson formed his first 13 - 
piece band in 1957. in 1959 his band, 
which boasted players and arrangers 
such as Don Willis, Slide Hampton 
and Don Sebesky, placed second to 
Count Basie in the Down Beat music 
poll of that year

music scene in the 1960s, Ferguson 
and his family moved to Engiand, 
then india, where he experimented 
with Indian music. He returned to 
England in 1969 and recorded the first 
of the MF Horn albums, which com- 
bined rock and indian music into a 
jazz context for the first time. 

After the highly praised MF Horn 
albums Ferguson combined forces 
with Bob James to create Primal 
Scream, an album which set trends 
for today's modern jazz

From the Conquistador aibum in 
1976, “Gonna Fly Now,” the theme 
from Rocky, hit the pop charts almost 
overnight. Suddenly the name 
Maynard Ferguson was no longer 
known only to jazz fans. The song was 
also nominated for a Grammy award 
in the “Best Pop Instrumental” 
category that year 

New Vintage embarked into some 
disco - rock territory Ferguson had 
not tried before, and the Ferguson 
album released this week promises to 
be another smash. Carnival features 
an arrangement of the Earth, Wind 
and Fire hit, “Fantasy” as well as the 
theme song from the new TV series 
“Battlestar Galactica.” 

On tour, Ferguson enjoys contact 
with young musicians through the 
schools throughout the country, by 
doing clinics at high schools and 
colleges. Ferguson claims this gives 
him the opportunity both to listen to 
new things young musicians are do- 
ing and to give helpful hints about 
playing jazz 

“As far as advice,” Ferguson said, 
“| tell them as soon as it's a drag, quit, 
because if music isn't @ thing of 
pleasure, you're really doing the 
wrong thing.” 

Pleasure is obviously the name of 
the game when Ferguson performs 
Critics have often commented that he 
and his band never look bored, but 
are always excited when they per- 
form, like they're having a good time. 

“That's because we do,” said 
Ferguson, who has made two tours 
with the same band. “We're just a 
bunch of guys who piay good music 
together.” 

Ferguson sums up his feelings, 
“It's really a gas. When I'm hitting the 
stage, | realize why | did whatever | 
did to get there. That's the moment of 
truth. the moment of fun too.”
